J'i Inmrlly it should be stated as a 


f.-ii'l that sUmds out prominently to oni 
fu-rjualntC'd with the situation that the 
position of superintendent at the in- 
lunmry is no mere sinecure, no simple 
"soft snap." There aie few, if any, po- 
sitions In the county, the duties of 
which arc' so onerous, complicated and 
difficult of satislactory performance. 
The most advanced scientific knowl- 


edge, the \ery best remedies and appli- 
ances, the highest order of busindss 
and administrative ability, the nicest 
possible disc eminent as to surround- 
ing conditions, and the keenest, most 
coniiurhcmih e and sympathetic knowl- 
cilKr ol human nature and Its many 
ph.ifs and vacr'tries and weaknesses, 
must all appeaj in and about a superin- 
tendent, l.'i order that the very best 
ivsults nmy be expected of him.

DR. CLARK REFORMS.

and methods as would tend to increase 
its efliclency. and brintr It well up. both

the same time It cannot be truthfully 
said that the legitimate rights of the 
indigent poor have in any way suf- 
fered from the essential, marked and 
greatly beneficial changes that he ha* 
made in the hospital proper. 


Another and very serious difficulty 
that Dr. Clark had to meet at the out- 
set of his career as superintendent 
grew, out of the 'habit of liquor drink- 
Ing on the part of the Inmates that 
had become a recognized institution of 
ih<» place. Dr. Shirk had been in charge 
for about five years. He is a man of a 
kind, 
gtntle. 
considerate turn 
of 


mind and heart, the bent of whose 
character seems to be to accommodate 
and please and to be influenced by the 
iri'-a that the easiest way of doing 
things U the best way, which Is not al- 
ways the case. He was like a gener- 
ous and considerate father to these peo- 
ple, and at times, especially toward the 
tnd of his service, when his energies 
were enfeebled by painful disease, they 
often imposed on his good nature and 
took advantage of the situation. Now, 
quite a large proportion of the Inmates 
are men who have been active devotees 
of old John Barleycorn, and with many 
the thirst learned of him is still an abid- 
ing- feature of life. Under the former 
management when some little Job was 
to be done about the place, instead of a 
request or a command for these men to 
take it in hand, a bribe of a few drinks 
of whisky was used, and It was found 
that in such a caae they would work 
willingly, cheerfully, and even scram- 
bk for the job with the liquid attach- 
ment. 


Almost the fnsL step of Dr. Clark, 


founded upon what he believed to be a 
spirit of public economy and the best 


] Interests of the inmates, in the matter 
of health and {rood conduct, was to stop 
thf issue, and. as far as possible, the 
use of liriuor, except for medicinal pur- 
puses. 
.He has also recently for the 


name reasons enforced, to some extent, 
(••specially as to patients under treat- 


1 mr-nt a similar rule against tobacco. 
That is, the weed is not liberally fur- 
nished, thouKh no one is forbidden to 
usf It. 
These restrictions have made 


him some em-mies and called down up- 
on his h<?ad 
much 
hao-bh criticism, 


though to every candid mind it must 
lie clearly evident that both these meas- 
ures ar<- highly sanitary, and generally 
conducive to good older and favorable 
results. 


Ain^R ASSISTANCE. 


The oarly perplexities o£ the superln- 


tnmlpnt were preatly increased by the 
rather incompetent and slipshod char- 
acter of the .staff of assistants, nurses, 
cooks, etc , whom hp found in charge. 
No man can do good work with poor 
help, and this Dr. Clark soon realized 
ami remedied, though not without con- 
siderable friction and trouble, and the 
result Ls that he has now a corps of as- 
sistants who are. generally speaking, a 
credit to him, in themselves and to 
the Institution. The nurses, especial- 
ly those in charge of the medical and 
.surgieal departments are trained and 
competent persons, with good charact- 
ers, and < xcflleit papers as in stand- 
ing and capability. In the kitchen, the 
backbone ot the place, for the stomach 
is always in evidence around such a 
concern, the help is likewise of the 
best. It Is In charge of two very com- 
petent colored men, tho head cook be- 
ing a man who would not fall to give 
siitli-faclion if placed In charge of any 
of the best hotels or restaurants of the 
city. 


Now it is not the purpose of what has 
been »aid to create the view that the 
superintendent never makes mistakes. 
It is my opinion that he himself would 
be the first to repudiate such an idea. 
No man living could have taken hold of 
that Institution as he did and bring 
it within proper lines- of management 
without friction and rJtfftcuUy and an 
occasional erroneous step. Still I am 
confident that It is his policy and that 
this policy is well defined in his mind 
to transform this charge Into the cred- 
itable and useful Institution that it 
should be; to secure for it the oeneflt of 
the best modern methods, applianres 
and skill and a beneflcient degree of dis- 
elpline and order; in short, to make of 
it in all points what the people of Ala- 
mecla county nave a right to expect 
that it should be—the very best and 
most efficient hospital and infirmary in 
the State. He is a br'ght young man, 
with his career all before him. and he 
would be an idiot to do otherwise. Let 
it not be forgotten that Dr. Clark Is 
very far from being an Idiot. The ob- 
stacles and difficulties that have been 
mentioned a-re but a few out of the 
many with which he has to contend, 
but in the midst of them all he holds 
stt?a.dfastly to his purpose of Improve- 
ment, reform and advancement, and 
that he Is making progress and de- 
serves success is apparent to any ob- 
servant and fair-minded individual. 


THE SUPERVISORS. 


The Supervisors are a. body of men to 


whom are committed vaat and many 
responsibilities, and among these, few', 
If any, are more important than those 
connected with the county Infirmary, 
and this the gentlemen of the board 
seem to fully understand and appreci- 
ate, and especially those of them com- 
prising the hospital committee. Messrs., 
Johnson and Church of this committee 
have been especially active In promot- 
ing the Interests of the place, visiting 
it frequently and looking carefully and 
conscientiously into its condition and 
needs. 


They are men, and among the few 


at that, who seem to be able to under- 
stand that to have become an inmate 
of such an institution is a misfortune 
jind not a crime, and to be inclined to 
net accordingly. As has been observed 
above the stomach is a prime factor 
in this matter and this fact seems to 
be recognized in full, for it can be 
truthfully said that the provisions and 
supplies sent out by the Supervisors for 
the use of the patients, are almost uni- 
versally good In quality and about 
equal in ciuantity, nor does It appear 
that any attempt Is being made to 
make money "on the side" out of the 
contracts, as is charged in some quart- 
ers, or in any way to defraud the in- 
mates of their legitimate rights and 
privileges. 


In tho matter of enterprise looking to 
the future success of the institution, the 
present Board Is said to be showing a 
very commendable spirit. It has in con- 
templation the erection of new hospital 
and infirmary buildings upon the pres- 
ent site upon a comprehensive, practical 
and very efficient scale, the cost of the 
various structures needed to be some J80,- 
000 This is un important step in the right 
direction, and is >not bt'lng- tuKen a mo- 
ment too soon. 
The present barn like 
shucks and structures all built of wood, 
have pretty well outlived 
their useful- 
ness and L-an be dispensed with to good 
advantage by all the parties in interest. 
The real need of n new hostlpal structure 
can hardly bu urged too strongly. 
The 
present accommodations are not at all 
a-lwiuute to the demands upon them. In 
tlw woman's building there is no ward 
where women cun be separately and prop- 
erly cared for in cases of confinement, a 
condition which often gives rise to shock- 
ing and almost cruel complication. There 
arc only three or four bath tubs available 
for bathinB the 200 or 300 people in the 
place; the old rotten walls and floors 
of tho various structures fairly reek with 
filth, and the prerms of all the diseases 
known to humanity, and it is almost i-m- 
ixissible to keep them clean and free 
from vermin: the sewerage of the place is 
something frightful, and were U not for 
the extreme healthfulness of the natural 
location a patient -would be about as like- 
ly to catch a new disease in the hospital 
as to get rid of the one he might take 
with him. 
This matter of drainage Is. 
however, being reinforced by the con- 
struction of a competent sewer to the 
bay. and this is one of the best things 
that has ever happened to the institution. 
Numerous other good and sufficient rea- 
sons for the construction of a new hos- 
pital, might be given, but space forbids 
for the present at least, 


THE PEOPLE. 


Turning now to the third party In inter- 


est In the subject under* discussion, the 
people of the county. It 1» proper to state 
i«that It is high time that they should form 
some sort of a correct idea as to what 
this Institution really is. and Its proper 
relations to them and them to it. Tnla 
Is a place to which they send their poor 
and sick and blind end wounded, the 
drugs and wrecks of battered, suffering 
humanity, perhaps the moat pitiable ob- 
jects on e&nth, to be oared tor and healed

and for this the public pays liberally and 
there It seems to think its duty end's. 
Such is by no means the rase. The leo- 
ple are the source of power, the c mrt 
of last resort, in this <is in other mai Hers 
in tlr-s country.

New Broadway and 
Prospect avenue and Is In a growing- 
community. It was built !ess than one 
and a half years ago at a cost of about- 
?30,000, contains live school rooms of- 
tlce, halls, etc., and Is used only for the 
primary grades. 
Tho old building was tho first visited. 
In this Miss Richardson teaches an In- 
fant class. 
Her room is more pleasant 
than the idea of It given by tho Mayor. 
It Is largo, sunny and fairly well venti- 
lated. 


"Oh, 
it is no shed," she said to Tho 


Tribune man, "and I think I ought to 
feel indignant at tho remarks of Mr.

That the

Burbank respectively. An occa- 
sional obstacle in the shape of objec- 
tions to the proceeding were thrown at 
the attorneys and the court by B. B. 
rsewmnn, who represents nine or ten 
nieces and nophewsoCWalkorley who were 
^one'Jclaries under the trust provisions 


Newman had a motion on hand to re- 
lax coats laid against his clients In the 
appeal cas» 'which were decided against 
mm. Newman has kept the estate tied up 
for a long time and tnc attorneys on the 
other side, when they saw light ahead to- 
day, were not disposed to delay mattera 
much further. Xowman claimed he had 
standing In the court and started to argue 
on his motion on tho costs which had 
been assessed to him. Ho persisted and 
finally Attorneys Flrcbaugh and Rodgcrs 
consented to waive costs and the motion • 
to relax was granted. 
But Newman was far 
from through. 
He had some more argument up his 
sleeve.

For a new ship with 
engines not yet working smoothly that 
rate of speed ought to satisfy reason- 
able people. A few years ago 21 miles 
an hour was a lone way beyond .the 
vpced capacity of any ship afloat. 


While the French have assumed a 


protectorate over Madagascar the no- 
vas are allowed a nominal BovorclKruy. 
The Queen resides In her palace at the 
capital. It IK not outright annexation; 
hut It Is near enough to become abso- 
lute by taking one morn step. In the 
treaty of 187B Franco was given the sole 
right to represent Madagascar abroad. 
There Is now the additional right to 
nuporvlso tho Internal government of 
the Island. 


The film- of Ohio Men. 


Ohio men have always been fortunate 


politically. 'Harrison was born In Ohio 
and had a run of Rood luck for the 
President, with a turn ot tho tide on the 
succeeding canvass. There is an under- 
current of 'belief that, being an Ohio 
man by blrtli, his luck will turn In his 
fovar next year. Now John Sherman 
was an Ohio man, and reached every 
Important ofllcc but that of President, 
That ought to be enough for any man 
from the Buckeye Btate; but It Is not. 
McKlnley Is to the manner born. Ohio 
IH the name to conjure with. Just how 
this success is attained is not easily 
explained. 


Of course whets the Ohio man wants 


anything In the way of office ho goes 
right after It and generally gets it. But 
«o do men from other States seek ofllce, 
with the difference that they don't so 
often get It. Hayes never would have 
been President If ho had not been an 
Ohio mun, Nor would Chase have been 
Chief Justice. Tx'ue. he aspired to bo 
President, but all tho aspirants from 
that State cannot fill this one ofllce. 
General Grant was born In Ohio and 
•topped Into the highest ofllco for two 
terms. Giirllold reached the same prize, 
while any number of Ohio men have 
had places In the Cabinet. McKlnley 
and Harrison are both on the Presi- 
dential track, while Reed will have to 
make the race for (ho nomination 
without the flavor of Ohio soil on his 
boots. We shall see what luck there Is 
for Ohio men .next year. 


The Elections Tomorrow. 


There will b'e elections tomorrow in 


thirteen States. These, cotolng a yoar 
before the Presidential 
election, ivlll 


have more than a. local interest as to 
some of the States. In New York a 
number of Important officers are to be 
elected, but-no Governor. The Interest 
centers principally in the election of a 
Secretary of .State, Controller, Treas- 
urer, Attorney General, judges of the 
Supreme Court and an Associate Judge 
of the Court of Appeals. One of the 
most Important State Issues la that for 
an appropriation of W.000,000 to Improve 
the canals. A Senate and Assembly will 
be elected for the first time from the 
new districts designated by the consti- 
tution, it Is believed that the State as 
a whole will go Republican. 


'In Ohilo a full State ticket Is to be 


elected. The Incoming Legislature will 
elect a Senator In the place of Brlco. 
There are five tickets In the Meld. There 
Is hardly a doubt thnt the Republican 
ticket will prevail by a very large ma- 
jority. In that State there Is a more 
distinct, marshalling of. forces for the 
Presidential election next year than In 
any othcu- State. 
McKlnley, the pres- 


ent Governor, and Campbell, the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, are both candidates 
for a Presidential nomination. It Is 
probable that the Democratic; ticket 
will show gains over the election a year 
,'tgo, whein the Republicans had a plu- 
rality 
of 'J 37.000. 


In Maryland there is a hot fight ove£ 


the State tickets which reaches over to 
Senator Gorman, with some prospect 
that the Republican ticket will prevail 
on account of the strong opposition to 
Gorman, In Massachusetts there are 
also five, tickets In the field. 
Green- 


halge, the Republican 
candidate for 


Governor, -was elected a year ago by a 
plurality exceeding 60,000. 
There Is 


little doubt that he will be re-elected by 
a largo majority. 


In Pennsylvania It is an off year In 


politics. 
A State Treasure* and a 


number1 of judges are to be elected. The 
Republican governor wag elected la.st 
yt.'ur by the enormous majority of 241,- 
000. 
It is not likely that the State 


ticket will prevail by any such major- 
lly this year. New Jersey elects a full 
State ticket. The chances are In favor 
ot the election of a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. In Kentucky hot politics have 
been the order of the day. There are 
four tickets In tho field, with an even 
chance 
that 
the Republicans may 


win. 
The Legislature 
to bo elect- 


ed 
will 
elect 
a 
Federal 
Senator 


to succeed Blackburn. In. Utah the elec- 
tion will be one of special 
interest. 


There Is the question oC adopting a con- 
stitution preparatory to admission to 
the, Union. A full State ticket Is to be 
voted, Local titiestlons are uppermost. 
The chances seem to be In favor of the 
success of the Republican ticket. 


In Iowa the election will have more 


than a local interest. Senator Allison 
Is 11 candidate for a Presidential nom- 
ination. The Legislature to be elected 
will 'Chooae a Senator to succeed Alli- 
son. 
A full State ticket is to be elect- 


ed. In Kansas a Chief Justice Is to be 
elected. Very little Interest has been 
manifested in this' election, In Ne- 
braska the most Important State offi- 
cer to bo elected this year is a Justice 
of the Supreme Court. The Democrats 
seem to have an even chance of elect- 
Ing their ticket. In Virginia and Mis- 
sissippi the Democratic ticket will of 
course be elected. This iToreeast on. 
tho eve of tlie elections may be subject 
to some revisions tomorrow.

Abraham Lincoln explain why the pres- 
tlgu of his father's great name has not 
fallen upon him as a. possible successor 
to his father's distinction as an Ameri- 
can ruler. Abraham Lincoln had many 
attributes of greatness, imt the one 
that was most conspicuous was his de- 
votion to the people oC the whole coun- 
try; and so far from regarding their 
Importunities as pestering: him to death 
he ever welcomed the people, 
heard 


their counsels however crude or wise, 
and was governed by them In the de- 
termination of the gravest questions of 
national policy ever decided by any 
nation of the earth, 


"It Is evident that Robert T. Lincoln 


Is not thus In touch with the American 
people, and that explains why he Is not 
In touch with the people of his own 
city and State who, while reverencing 
the name he bears almost to the extent 
of Idolatry, never lisp the name of the 
son us worthy of the high honors at- 
tained by his lather.

At the general election on the 5th of 


November Neu York will vote on the 
question whether SD.OCO 000 5<hall be ex- 
ponded In enlarging th* facilities of her 
canal system. If the votf is favorable 
it will follow almost to a cert.alnty that 
electricity will be employed fctr towage 
in the canal. By that mcaniH It Is bc- 
lic\cd that the freight capacity of the 
canalH will be doubled; and the ship 
canal project will be dropped. 


The St Paul on her first trip across 


the Atlantic failed to mcikf the speed 
of the sister ship St. Louis. But for 
twenty-four houra the former ship 
maintained an average speed ot 2l'/4 
miles an houi. For a new ship with 
engines not yet working smoothly that 
rate of speed ought to satisfy icason- 
able people. A few years ago 21 miles 
an hour was a long way beyond the 
Bpecd capacity of any ship afloat. 


While the French have assumed a 


protectoiate over Madagascar tho Ho- 
vau are allowed a nominal sovereignty. 
The Queen resides In her palace at the 
capital. It is not outilght annexation: 
but it Is near enough to become abso- 
lute by taking one- moic step 
In the 


treaty of 1873 France was given the sole 
light to represent Madagascar abroad. 
There is now the additional light to 
nupervlso tho internal government of 
the Island.

Ohio men have always been fortunate 


politically. -HarrlHon was born In Ohio 
and had a run o£ good luck for the 
President, w Ith a tui n of the. tide on the 
succeeding canvass There is an under- 
current of belief that, being an Ohio 
man by birth, his luck will turn in his 
fovar next year.

But 
so do men fiom other States seek ofllco, 
with the difference that they don't so 
often get it 
Hayes never would have 


been President if he had not been an 
Ohio man. Nor would Chase have been 
Chief Justice. Tjue, he asplied to be 
President, but all the aspirants from 
that State cannot fill this one oflice 
Genera! Grunt was born in Ohio and 
•tepped Into the highest office for two 
terms. Garfleld reached the same prize, 
while any number of Ohio men have 
had places In the Cabinet. McKinley 
and Harrison are both on the Presi- 
dential track, while Reed will have to 
make the ia.ce for (he nomination 
without the flavor of Ohio noil on his 
boots. Wo shall see what luck there is 
for Ohio men next year. 


The Klcutlom, Tomorrow. 


There will be elections tomorrow In 


thirteen States. These, ccftnlng a year 
before the Presidential election, will 
have more than a local interest as to 
some Oi' the States. In New York a 
number of Important officers are to be 
elected, but no Governor. The interest 
centers principally In the election of a 
Secretary of State. Controller, Treas- 
urer, Attorney Gfneral, Judges of the 
Supreme Court and an Associate JuJge 
of the Court of Appeals. One of the 
most important State Issues Is that for 
an appioprlatlon of W.000,000 to improve 
tho canal". A Senate and Assembly will 
be- elected for the first time from the 
new districts designated by the consti- 
tution. It is believed that the State as 
a whole will go Republican. 


In Ohio a Cull State ticket Is to be 


elected 
The inr-oming Legislature will 


ct a Senator In the place of Bricc. 


There are five tickets In the field. There 
Is hardly a doubt that the Republican 
ticket will prevail by a ver> large ma- 
Jot Ity. In that State there Is a more 
distinct maishalllnjr of forces for the 
Presidential election next >ear than in 
anv othcu State 
McKinley, the- pres- 


ent Governor, and Campbell, the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, are both candidates 
for a Presidential nomination 
It is 


probable that Ihc Democratic ticket 
•\\lll nhow gains over the election a year 
ago, wheji the Republicans had a plu- 
rality of 337.000. 


lit Maryland there Is a hot fight over 


the State tickets which reaches over to 
Senator Gorman, with some prospect 
that the Republican ticket will prevail 
on account of the strong opposition to 
Gorman. In Massachusetts there are 
also five- tickets In the field. Grecn- 
halge, the Republican candidate for 
Governor, -was elected a year ago by a 
plurality exceeding 60,000 
There Is 


little doubt that he will be re-elected by 
a large majority. 


In Pennsylvania It Is an off year in 


politics. 
A State Treasurer1 and a 


number of Judges are to be elected. The 
Republican governor was elected last 
year by the enormou'* majority of 241,- 
000 
It Is not likely that the State 


ticket will prevail by any s>uch majoi- 
Ity this year. New Jersey elects a full 
State ticket. The chances are in favor 
of the election of a Democratic Gov- 
einor. In Kentucky hot politics have 
been the older of the day. There aie 
four tickets in the Held, with an e\en 
chance that

to succeed Blackburn. In Utah the elec- 
tion will be one ot special interest.

Habits of the Manatee. 


The- mSnatee belongs to a mamma- 


lian 1>rder called Slreunla, or sea cows, 
which contains only three species— 
our manatee, that of West Aft lea, and 
the dugong of Australia. As its clumsy 
form suggests, it is an animal of quiet, 
and even sluggish 
habits, 
entirely 
harmless and easily taken when once. 
Its haunts are known. When at home 
Its food consists of tender aquatic 
plants and grasses, always eaten un- 
der water, and Its presence is gener- 
ally revealed by the bits of broken 
stems and grass which escape and float 
to the surface above where It is feed- 
Ing,In captivity It feeds on cabbage, let- 
tuce, the leaves of the canna, celery 
tops, watercress, spinach, and also cer- 
tain kinds of ocean seaweed. 
In the 
St. l>uclo river its favorite food Is a 
luxuriant, trailing, aquatic grass call- 
ed manatee grass, In which the- mana- 
tee finds not only good food, but good 
hiding-places from Its human enemies. 
The bones or this animal are mas- 
sive, solid and quite heavy (some hunt- 
ers will tell you its bones are "solid 
ivory") and Its skin is as thick find 
tough as that of a hippopotamus. 
I 
have seen very good canes made ot 
strips of manatee skin, twisted like 
a lightning-rod and dried. Its flesh 
is very good, and to me It tastes like, 
lean pork. 
Curiously enough, this 
strange creature actually 
sheds Its 
outer skin every year, as does a. ser- 
pent. The living" specimens that from 
time to time have been captured and 
kept for exhibition In Demerara, Phil- 
adelphia, New York and London have 
in all cases been of small or medi- 
um size, varying in length from four 
to seven feet. 
The one which was 
shown in the Central Park Menag- 
erie in 1S7S was 6 fee 9Vi inches In 
length and weighed 450 pounds.—Si.

grew- out of the'habit of liquor drink- 
Ing on the part of the Inmates that 
had become a recognized Institution of 
the place. Dr. Shirk had been In charge 
for about five years1.. He is a man o£ a. 
kind, 
gentle,

mind and heart, the bent of whose 
character seems to be to accommodate 
and please and to be influenced by the 
Irian, that the easiest way of doing 
things Is the best way, which 1,3 not al- 
ways the case. He was like a gener- 
ous and considerate father to these peo- 
ple, and at tlhies, especially toward the 
end of his service, when his energies 
were enfeebled by painful disease, they 
often Imposed on his good nature and 
took advantage of the situation. Now, 
ciuite a large proportion of the Inmates 
are men who have been active devotees 
of old John Barleycorn, and with many 
the thirst learned of him is still an abid- 
ing feature ot life. 
Under the former 
management when some little job was 
to be done about the place, instead ot a 
request or a command for these men to 
take It In hand, a bribe ot a few drinks 
of whisky was used, and It was found 
that In such a case they would work 
willingly, cheerfully, and even scram- 
ble for the Job with the liquid attach- 
ment.

The oarly perplexities of the superin-

No man can do good work with poor 
help, and this DI-. Clark scon realised 
and remedied, though nor. without con- 
siderable (rlctlon and trouble, and the 
result Is that he has now u corps ot as- 
sistants who are, generally speaking, a 
credit to him, In themselves and to 
the Institution, The nurses, especial- 
ly those in chursre of the medical and 
surgical departments are trained and 
competent persons, ivith good charact- 
ers, and excellent papers as In stand- 
Ing and capability. In the kltchrn, the 
backbone of the place, for the stomach 
Is always In evidence around such a 
concern, the help is likewise nf the 
best. • It is In charge of two very com- 
petent colored men, ttio head cook be- 
ing a man who would not fail to give 
satisfaction if placed In charge! o! any 
of the best hotels or restaurants of the 
city. 


Now it Is not the purpose of what has 


been xald to create the view that the 
superintendent never makes mistakes, 
It Is my opinion that he himself would 
bo tho first to repudiate such an idea. 
No mart living could have taken hold of 
that Institution as he -did and bring 
It within proper lines of management 
without friction and difficulty ar.d an 
occasional erroneous step. 
Still I am 


confident that It Is his policy and that 
this policy Is well denned In his mind 
to transform this charge into the cred- 
itable and useful Institution that 
It 


should be; to secure for it the benefit of 
tho best modern methods, appliances 
and skill and a beneflclent degree of dis- 
cipline and order; In short, to make of 
It in all points what the people of Ala- 
meda county have a right to expect 
that It should be—the very best and 
most edlclent hospital and Infirmary In 
the State. He is a bright young man, 
with his career all before him, and ho 
would he an idiot to do otherwise. Let 
It not he forgotten that Dr. Clark Is 
very far from being an idiot. The ob- 
stacles and difficulties that have been 
mentioned are but a few out of the 
many with which he lias to contend, 
but In the midst of them all he holds 
steadfastly -to his purpose of improve- 
ment, reform and advancement, 
and 
that he Is making progress and de- 
serves success is apparent to any ob- 
servant and (air-minded Individual, 


THE SUPERVISORS. 


The Supervisors are a body of men to 


whom are committed vast and many 
responsibilities, and among- these, few', 
If any, are more Important than those 
connected with the county infirmary, 
and this the gentlemen of the board 
seem to fully understand and appreci- 
ate, arid especially those of them com- 
prising the hospital committee. Messrs., 
Johnson and Church of this committee 
have been especially active In promot- 
ing the Interests of the plaee, visiting 
It frequently and looking carefully and 
conscientiously into its condition and 
needs. 


They are men, and among the few 


at that, who seem to be able to under- 
stand that to have become an Inmate 
of such an Institution is a misfortune 
and not a crime, and to be inclined to 
act accordingly, As has been observed 
above the stomach is a prime factor 
in this matter and this fact seems to 
be recognized in full, for it can be 
truthfully said that the provisions and 
supplies sent out by the Supei-visors for 
the use of the patients, are almost uni- 
versally 
good 
In quality and about 
equal In quantity, nor does it appeal- 
that any attempt is being made to 
make money "on the side" out of the 
contracts, as Is charged In some quart- 
ers, or in any way to defraud the In- 
mates of their legitimate rights and 
privileges. 


In tlio matter of enterprise looking to 
the future uucccss of the institution, the 
present Board is said to ibe showing a 
very comrnemUvble spirit. It has in con- 
templation the eroctkhn of new hospital 
and InHrma'ry buildings upon the pres- 
ent site upon a -comprehensive, practical 
and very efficient-scuta, the cost of the 
various structures needed to -be some $80,- 
000. This is an important step in the right 
direction, and Is 'not being taken a mo- 
ment too soon,. The present -barn like 
shuckfl and structures all built of wood, 
have pretty well outlived 
their useful- 
ness and can be dispensed with to good 
advantage by all the .parties in interest. 
The real noecl of a new hostipal structure 
can hardly ba urged too strongly. 
Tho 
present accommodations are not at all 
acluqimto to the demands upon them. In 
tli« woman's -building there Is no -ward 
where women can be separately nnd prop- 
erly cared for in .oases of confinement, a 
condition whlc-h often gives rlso to shock- 
ing and almost cruel complication. There 
arc only three or four bath tubs available 
for bqthlnft the' 200 or 300 people in tho 
place; the old rotten walls ami floors 
of tho various structures fairly reek with 
filth, and the germs of all the diseases 
known to humanity, and It is almost Im- 
possible to keep the>m clean anrJ 
froo 
from vermin; the sewerage of the place Is 
something frightful, and were It not for 
tho extreme healthfulnftss ot the natural 
location a patient would 'be about as like- 
ly to catch a new disease in the hospital 
as to get rid ot the ono he might tako 
,wlth him. 
This matter o.f drainage Is, 
however, being relnforoed by the con- 
struction <if a competent sewer to the 
bay. and this is one of the best things 
that has ever happened to the Institution. 
Numerous other good-nnd sufficient rea- 
sons for the construction rof a new hos- 
pital, might be given, but space forbids 
for the present at least.

THE PEOPLE. 


Turning now to the third party In Inter- 


est In the subject untie? discussion, the 
pepple of the county. It Is .proper to stato 
•that'll Is hlsh time tha-t they should form 
some sort of a correct Idea as to what 
this Institution really .Is. and Its proper 
relations to them and them to It. This 
Is a place to -which they send their poor 
and sick and blind and wounded, tho 
dregs and -wrecks, of battered, Buffering 
humanity,, perhnipsi the moot pitiable ob- 
jects on eiipth, to be oared for and healed

and for this the public pays liberally and 
there it seems to think Its duty ends. 
Such is ;t>y no moans the case. The peo- 
ple are the source of power, the court 
of last resort, in tills an in other mattery 
!n this country. They should keep a. care- 
I'ul eye upon affairs here, Insist that their 
servants do their "Whole duty, and whon, 
us at the present time, they have a man 
In charge who is encleavori-ng- to introduce 
the beat modern methods and systems, 
staking his whole future caroer upon the 
Hirccess OL' his ventures in this dlruclkm, 
they should not allow him to be Inter- 
I'CTOti with withoul reason, or condemned 
unjustly or unheard and undefended. 


AinoLher thing: 
As a rule tho people 
outside ve'ry unfortunately and Injurious- 
ly Impress persons K'olng to' this p'.ucc I'or 
treatment or residence. It Is not a sum- 
mer hotel, nor a plncc of holiday outing, 
yol a largo class of persons j?o thciro 
will1, that Idea, and with a plan In their 
minds for lolling nil day in the sun, nnd 
generally eating, drinking, slenplns1 nnd 
making merry. This Is a very grave mis- 
take and oi'ton makes serious trouble. 
ThlH Is a rplaccf oi; healing, OL' renovation, 
of re julklinft- and of rest and refuse, an'cl 
proposed inmates .should bo clearly Irn- 
prossecl with the fact that they must con- 
form cheerfully to such rules and treat- 
ment as is boat calculated to bring about 
those bone!U;c!it omls. 
In many ways, 
besides spending! money on It, the general 
publics can do much I'or this Institution, 
ami It Is greatly to 1)0 hoped Unit the 
future may develop a more general inter- 
est !u Its SU-COGSS and prosperity. 


THE PATIENTS AND INMATES. 


Tho last class of persons that T shall 


discuss 'as Interested are tho inmiil.es. and 
of these taken generally and particularly 
it would he 'Pawy to -write a hook. 
Of 


thorn it may ho "ruly said that they n.ro a 
unique and •pec'.illnr people. Not because 
they are an a rule essentially in' any 
special sense, bnrl or maltclouH. Or.u class 
of them, the patients, Is -weak, sick, sore 
and sun'oring, and of course irritable: the 
other, Indigent 
poor, Is aged, do.orepkl, 
wrockcd, stranded, with liilphlod lives, 
and few If o<ny hopes or aniiMtions, 
Thoso people have little, nl'most nothing 
to do as a, rulo they are not great, read- 
ers or thinkers, amuoom^nUH are 
few. 
and they mostly soon degenerate, 'with 
gossiping, 
faultfinders 
and 
grumblers, 
most unpleasant to doal 'with. Tho man 
who could manage 2flO or'300 such people 
without SOITIO friction or trouble would 
bo entitled to be considered a genius of 
tho highest order, but It Is doubtful If 
such n'man lives, l')ven the. humane anil 
kindly Dr. 'Shirk, who was a father to 
thorn, did not escapo censure at thoir 
hands and had to stand tho tost of. nn 
Investigation ordered through their Insti- 
gation, During a stay ot' months In tho 
phi.cc, and I have boon closely observing, 
J never saw an ln.ma.to subjected to bur- 
densome or !njurlous-< labor, or ';o a real 
hardship of «ny kind, unless tho cutting 
off of W'hisky nnd tobacoo Is lo bo con- 
HlflerecJ In that light. 
Tho real fact of tha matter is that the 
disposition to complain hero is largely in 
lino .with tho spirit of this ancient eoup- 
let: 


"No rogue yet felt ilie halter draw, 
'With good opinion of the law," 
Not that I mean to state that any of '.ho 
Inmates hero n/rc rogues; far from !t; but 
that tho .principal in this matter is the 
same as that o-Jf the roprvio roTerred to. 
That is say, to men who have lived tho 
free untrammeled lite that has .made up 
the past of most of these people, disci- 
pline and order-Is rllsbastcful and Irksome, 
a.nd they often show this to their own 
disadvantage; yot they ™ust know that 
discipline must be maintained. That In- 
stitution ivould at once become a Bedlam 
without It. 
There are many other points ot Interest 
about the place that I should like to ells- 
cuss, but space forbids, and I-will con- 
clude w'.lh tho statement that the in- 
mates may thank their lucky stars and 
count themselves exceedingly fortunate 
that there is such an Institution as this 
•to which they car. 'fret; in the hour of 
misfortune and adverse fate. Thankless 
•we may be if It is pur nature to be HO, 
Inn we should never complain much oil 
the 'bridge that carries us safely over the 
de-op ana dangerous gulf, of adversity and 
helplessness. 1 will state In closing that, 
l>orha.ps to tho disappointment of some. I 
have refrained from discussing the idle 
talcs, Insinuations, and alleged scandals 
th-at are always in the air about a place 
like this. I do so for tho reason that such 
discussion could servo no good purpose, 
and further, -because In several cases, In- 
vestigation has taught 
me that these 
things are 'for the .most part Iho out- 
growth of un-healthy and malicious minds 
and of diseased anc! trouble-seeking Im- 
aginations; and I have found further that 
the people who interest themselves most 
deeply in such matters accomplish little 
nxuopt In tho direction of Rotting them- 
selves -into trouble, and of this they fre- 
quently make a very goqd J°.b-WAW3H>

writer that the general public may be 
Interested in a description of these by 
an experienced and fair-minded patient 
iccently cured and released from that 
institution. 
A county hospital is an. 


Institution In which four classes of per- 
sons are chiefly interested. 
These are

and

staff,

patients, 
and 
each 
of 


these classes has It.s rights, duties, 
privileges and limitations, and each is 
entitled to careful. Just and conscien- 
tious consideration. 


No writer for the public who Is with- 


out adequate ability and opportunity 
to observe and judge of facts and their 
relations, to acquire correct Infoima- 
tlon, <iml who is not dlbpobcil to be lib- 
eral, fair-minded and honest, has any 
business dealing with this subject, and 
yet we find that It Is elthe: fio.-n those 
who know the least about affairs at 
the County Infirmary, or from those 
wliohc minds aie most violently and 
viciously prejudiced by fancied offense 
or mlschelvous malice, that the general 
public commonly diaws what is term- 
ed Information regarding this institu- 
tion. 


Thus prefaced, it Is now In order to 
discuss the first class of persons men- 
tioned as interested in the hospital, 
namely the superintendent and staff. 
Prlmai lly It should be stated as a 
fact 4hat stands out prominently to one 
acquainted with the situation that the 
position of superintendent at the In- 
flrtnaiy Is no meio sinecure, no simple 
"soft snap " There are few. If any, po- 
sitions In the county, the duties of 
which are so onerous, complicated and 
difficult of satisfactory performance. 
The most advanced scientific knowl- 
edge, the very best lemedles and appli- 
ances, the highest order of business 
and administrative ability, the nicest 
possible discernment as to surround- 
ing conditions, and the keenest, most 
comprehensive and sympathetic knowl- 
edge- of human nature and Its many 
phni.es and vagaries and weaknesses, 
must all appear In and about a super in- 
tendent. In oulcr that the very best 
results may be expected of him. 
l"ew men aie thus endowed, nor are 


county hospitals generally noted for 
those conveniences necessary to the 
highest success, and hence it is not 
at nil wonderful that criticism I& often 
easily possible, especially when the 
•n-ould-be critic Is In search of the daik- 
i-st side 


V\"hen Dr. Clark, the present superin- 
tendent, assumed control, he 
found 


himself confronted with some very dif- 
ficult problems. 
In the first place the 
hospital nnd the poor house were being 
run as one Institution, the 
Indigent 
poor and the sick and maimed patients 
largely eating, sleeping and living to- 
gether. 
This plan, notwithstanding 
the 
fact

prevails largely 


thiouKh California 
and 
tTie coast, 
can never be a success. 
Not to go in- 
to the question at length, let It suf- 
fice here to state that anyone can see 
that merely in the matter of diet the 
plan '.A Incompatible with success. 
A 
person extremely 111, or In a seriously 
debilitated condition, cannot 
thrive 
upon the same food, taken at the same 
hours, ns can men merely Incapacitated 
by old nge or some form of decrepitude, 
and yet this system compels that both 
these classes fare very much alike. 


DR. CLARK REFORMS. 


Dr. Clark saw the difficulties of the 


situation, as eveiy sensible observer 
must, and set himself earnestly and 
resolutely to remedy them as best he 
could by making such changes and Im- 
provements In the hospital conditions 
and methods as would tend to increase 
its efficiency, and bring It well up. both 
in appearance and 
working ability, 
with other well-kent instHutions of like 
character: and that his prforts In this 
direction have succeeded most admir- 
ably no one ically acquainted with the 
facts will for a moment deny, while at

the same time It cannot be truthfully 
said that the legitimate rights of the 
Indigent poor have In any way suf- 
fered from the essential, marked and 
srreatly beneflclal changes that he haa 
made In the hospital proper. 


Another and very serious difficulty 
that Dr. Clark had to meet at the out- 
set of his career as superintendent 
grew, out of the 'habit of liquor drink- 
ing on the part of the Inmates that 
had become a recognized institution of 
the place. Dr. Shirk had been In charge 
for about five year". He Is a man of a. 
kind, 
gentle, 
considerate 
turn 
of 


mind and heart, the bent of whose 
character seems to be to accommodate 
and please and to be influenced by the 
Idap. that the easiest way of doing 
things IB the best way. which is not al- 
ways the case. He was like a gener- 
ous and considerate father to these peo- 
ple, and at times, especially toward the 
end of his service, when his energies 
were enfeebled by painful disease, they 
often Imposed on his good nature and 
took advantage of the situation. Now, 
quite a large proportion of the Inmates 
are men who have been active devotees 
of old John Barleycorn, and with many 
the thirst learned of him is still an abid- 
ing feature of life. Under the former 
management when some little job was 
to be done about the place, instead of a 
request or a command for these men to 
take It in hand, a bribe of a few drinks 
of whisky was used, and it was found 
that In such a case they would work 
willingly, cheerfully, and even scram- 
ble for the job with the liquid attach- 
ment. 


Almost the first step of Dr. Clark, 


founded upon what he believed to be a 
spirit of public coonomy and the best 
Interests of the inmates, in the matter 
of health and good conduct, was to stop 
the issue, and. as far as possible, the 
use of liquor, except for medicinal pur- 
poses. He has also recently for the 
same reasons enforced, to some extent, 
especially as to patients under treat- 
ment, a similar rule against tobacco. 
That Is, the weed Is not liberally fur- 
nished, though no one Is forbidden to 
use It. These restrictions have made 
him some enemies and called down up- 
on his head 
much harsh criticism, 
though to every candid mind It must 
be clearly evident that both these meas- 
ures are highly sanitary, and generally 
conducive to good order and favorable 
results. 


ABLE ASSISTANCE. 


The oarly perplexities of the superin- 


tendent were greatly increased by the 
rather incompetent and slipshod char- 
acter of the stnlT of assistants, nur.ses, 
cooks,,etc, whom ho found in charge 
No man can do good work with poor 
help, and this Dr Clark soon realized 
and remedied, though nor without con- 
siderable friction and trouble, and the 
result Is that he has now a corps of as- 
sistants who are. generally .speaking, a 
credit to him, In themselves and to 
the institution. The nurses, especial- 
ly those In charge of the medical end 
surgical departments nre trained and 
competent per .sons, with good charact- 
ers, and excellent papers as In stand- 
ing and capability. In the kitchen, the 
backbone of the place, for the stomach 
Is always in evidence around such a 
concern, the help Is HHewlse of the 
best. It is in charge of two very com- 
petent colored men, the head cook be- 
ing a man who would not fall to give 
satisfaction if placed in charge of any 
of the best hotels or restaurants of the 
city. 


Now it Is not the purpose of what has 
been said to create the view that the 
superintendent never makes mistakes. 
It is my opinion that he Mmself would 
be the first to repudiate such an idea. 
No man living could have taken hold of 
that Institution as he did and bring 
!t within proper llnea of management 
without friction and difficulty and an 
occasional erroneous step. Still I am 
confident that it Is his policy and that 
this policy Is well denned in his mind 
to transform this charge Into the cred- 
itable and useful institution 
that It 
should be; to secure for it the benefit of 
the best modern methods, appliances 
and skill and a beneflcient degree of dis- 
cipline and order; in short, to make of 
it in all points what the people of Ala- 
meda county have a right to expect 
that it should be—the very best and 
most efficient hospital and infirmary in 
the State. He is a bright young man, 
with his career all before him, and ho 
would be an rdlot to do othprwl.se Let 
it not be forgotten that Dr. Clark is 
very far from being an idiot. The ob- 
stacles and difficulties that have been 
mentioned aro but a few out of the 
many with which he has to contend, 
but in the midst of them all he holds 
steadfastly to his purpose of Improve- 
ment, reform and advancement, and 
that he is making progress and de- 
serves success is apparent to any ob- 
servant and fair-minded individual. 


THE SUPERVISORS. 


The Supervisors are a body of men to 


whom are committed vast and many 
responsibilities, and among these, few'. 
If any, are more Important than those 
connected with the county Infirmary, 
and this the gentlemen of the board 
seem to fully understand and appreci- 
ate, and especially those of them com- 
prising the hospital committee. Messrs.. 
Johnson and Church of this committee 
have been especially active in promot- 
ing the Interests of the place, visiting 
it frequently and looking carefully and 
conscientiously into its condition and 
needs. 


They are men, and among the few 
at that, who seem to be able to under- 
stand that to have become an inmate 
of such an Institution Is a misfortune 
and not a crime, and to be inclined to 
act accordingly. As has been observed 
above the stomach is a prime factor 
in this matter and this fact seems to 
be recognized In full, for It can be 
truthfully said that the provisions and 
supplies sent out by the Supervisors for 
the use of the patients, are almost uni- 
versally good in quality and about 
equal in quantity, nor does It appear 
that any attempt is being made to 
make money "on the side" out of the 
contracts, as is charged In some quart- 
el s. or In any way to defraud the in- 
mates of their legitimate rights and 
privileges. 


In the matter of enterprise looking to 
the future success of the Institution, the 
present Bo.ird Is said to be showing a 
very commendable spirit. It has in con- 
templation the erection of new hospital 
and inllrmary building-, upon the pres- 
ent site upon a -comprehensive, practical 
and very efficient scale, the cost of the 
various structures needed to be some $SO,- 
000. This Is an important step In the right 
direction, and Is not being taken a mo- 
ment too soon.- The present barn like 
shucks and structures all btrilt of wood, 
havo pretty T\cll outlived 
their useful- 
ness and can be dispensed with to Rood 
advantage by all the parties in interest. 
The real need of n new hostlpal structure 
can hardly be urged too strongly. The 
present accommodations are not at all 
adequate to the demands upon them. In 
the woman's building there Is no ward 
•where women can be separately and prop- 
er lv cared for In cases of confinement, a 
condition which often Klves rise to shock- 
Ing and almost cruel complication. There 
are only throe or four bath tubs available 
for bathing the 200 or 300 people in the 
place: the old rotten -walls and floors 
of tho various structures fairly reck with 
filth, and the germs of all the diseases 
known to humanity, and It Is almost im- 
possible to keep thorn clean and free 
from vermin: the sewerage of the place Is 
something frightful, and were It not for 
tho extreme healthfulness of the natural 
location a patient -would be about as like- 
ly to catch a new disease In the hospital 
as to get rid of the one he might take 
with him. 
This matter of drainage is, 
however, being reinforced by the con- 
struction of a competent sewer to the 
b^y. and this Is one of the best things 
that has over happened to the Institution. 
Numerous other good and sufficient rea- 
sons for the construction of a new hos- 
pital, might be given, but space forbids 
for the present at least. 
THE PEOPLE. 


Turning now to the third party In Inter- 
est In the subject undef discussion, the 
people of the county. It Is proper to state 
•thai-it Is hlffh time that they should form 
some sort of a correct Idea as to what 
this Institution really Is. and Its proper 
relations to them and them to It. This 
is a place to which they send their poor 
and sick and blind and wounded, the 
dregs and wrecks of battered, suffering 
humanity,, perhrups the most pitiable ob- 
jects on earth, to be cared for and healed

and fop this the public pays liberally and 
there It seems to think Its duty ends. 
Such is by no means trie case. The peo- 
ple are the source of power, the court 
of last resort, In thl« as In other matters 
In this country. They should keen a, care- 
ful eve upon affairs here, Insist that their 
servants do their whole duty, and when, 
as at the present time, they have a man 
in charge who is endeavoring to Introduce 
the best modern methods and systems, 
staking his whole future career upon the 
success of his ventures in this direction, 
they should not allow him to be Intei- 
fered with without reason, or condemned 
unjustly or unheard and undefended 
Another thing- 
As 
L rule the people 
outside very unfortunately and mjuiloii'i- 
Iv impress persons going to this place for 
treatment or residence It is not a sum- 
mer hotel, nor a place of holiday outing. 
yet a large class of persons go tnere 
with that Idea, and with a plan In their 
minds for lolling all day in the sun, ,md 
generally eating, drinking, slciiplnjr and 
making merrv. This is a vei> crave mis- 
take and often makec serious trouble. 
This Is a place* of healing, of renovation, 
of re Millding and of rest and refuse, and 
proposed inmates should be cleailv im- 
piosbed with the fact that they must con- 
form cheerfully to such rules and treat- 
ment as Is best calculated to bring about 
•these bene'iccnt ends. 
In many i\a>s. 
bolides spending, momv on It, the general 
public can do much for this Institution, 
and It is greatly to be hoped that the 
future mav develop a more general Inter- 
est In its success and prosperity 


THH PATIENTS AND INMATES. 


The last class of persons that I shall 


discuss as Interested are the inm.ites. and 
of these taken generally and particularly 
it would he easy to -write a book. 
OC 


them it may he truly said that they aro a 
unique and peculiar people. Not because 
thov aie as a rule essentially Iir .inv 
special sense, bad or malicious. Om class 
of them, the patients. Is weak. sick, sore 
arid suffering, and of course irritable' the 
other. Indigent 
poor, is aged dr-crepld, 
wrecked, stranded, with blighted lives, 
nnd few if any hopes or ambitions. 
These people have little, nl-nost nothing 
to do as a rule they are not great read- 
ers or thinkers, amusements are 
ff w, 
and they mostly soon degenerate with 
gossiping, 
faultfinders 
and 
grumblers, 
most unpleasant to deal ^Ith 
The man 
who could manage 200 or '300 such people 
without some friction or trouble would 
be entitled ro be considered a genius of 
the highest order, hut it is douhtful if 
such a man lives. Kven the humane and 
kindly Dr. Shirk, who was a f ither to 
them, did not escape censure at their 
hands and had to stand the test of ,in 
investigation ordered through their Insti- 
gation. During a stay of months In the 
place, and T have been closely observing, 
J never saw an Inmate subjected to bur- 
densome or Injur ious> labor, or to a real 
hardship of any kind unless the cutting 
off of whisky and tobacco is to be con- 
sidered in that light. 
The real fact of the matter Is that the 
disposition to complain here is largely irr 
line with the spirit of this ancient coup- 
let:"Xo rogue yet felt tliu halter draw, 
With good opinion of the law." 
Not that I mean to state that any of the 
Inmates here are rogues, far from it, but 
that the principal in this matter Is the 
same as that o>f the rogue refei red to 
That Is say, to men who have lived the 
free untrammeled lite th.u has made up 
the past of most of these people disci- 
pline and order I? distasteful and liksome, 
and they often show this to their own 
disadvantage, yet they must know that 
discipline must be maintained, That In- 
stitution would at once become a Bedlam 
without It. 
There are many other points of Interest 
about the place that I should like to dis- 
cuss, but space forbids, and 1 will con- 
clude with the statement that the In- 
mates may thank their lucky stars and 
count themselves exceedingly fortunate 
that there Is such an Institution as this 
to which they can free In the hour of 
misfortune and adverse fate. Thankless 
we may be If It is our nature to be so, 
but we should never complain much of 
the bridge that -carries us safely over the 
deep and dangerous gulf of adversity and 
helplessness. I will state In closing that. 
Eernaps to the disappointment of some, I 
ave refrained from discussing the idle 
tales. Insinuations, and alleged scandals 
that are always In the air about a place 
like this. 1 do so for the reason that such 
discussion could serve no good purpose, 
and further, because in several cases, in- 
vestigation has taught me that these 
things are for the most part the out- 
growth of unhealthy and malicious minds 
and of diseased and trouble-seeking im- 
aginations, and I have found further that 
the people who interest themselves most 
deeply In such matters accomplish little 
except In the direction of getting them- 
selves Into trouble, and of this they fre- 
quently make a very good J?r
